On Sunday, 
April 10, 1938, 
I watched the 
Nazis hold 
their farcical 
plebiscite in 
Austria. On 


the day before, | 


Hitler, Goering, Hess and all the 
notables had arrived quite early 
in the morning ina special train, a 
streamliner which gleamed with 
golden paint and blue. I had seen 
them and had watched the parade 
through the old Ringstrasse, and 
followed them throughout what 
was a hideous day of celebration 
and demonstrations. 

On Sunday I went to the polling 
places. They had advertised the 


voting, would be secret. And there | 


were curtained booths. But each 
voter first checked at a long table 
where a card index file of all res- 
idents in the district was in 
charge of uniformed Nazis. There 
the voter identified himself and 
received a ballot. Up to that point 
many persons had been of a mind 
to vote ‘‘No’’—against joining 
Austria with the German Reich. 
But, once the man had the ballot 
in his hand a sudden truth came 
over him like a wave—he knew 
that they would be watching. A 
good loyal Nazi would mark the 
ballot *‘Yes’’ and put it in the box 
by the table. Only one who wanted 
to conceal a vote would go be- 
hind the curtains. It was not 


pretty to watch the cynical smiles | 


on the faces of Nazi election offi- 
cials as they watched the voting. 
That night at about 11:30 they 
announced the results—97 per 


cent “‘Yes.”’ And within minutes | 
a great torchlight procession was — 


on the move from the side streets 
forming for a great parade. 

A few days later I left Austria 
and in London packed a bag and 
went to Stratford for the celebra- 
tion of Shakespeare’s birthday. 
Sitting there on the banks of thc 
Avon with a book of his plays, I 
tried to rid myself of the feeling 


that had begun to weigh on me in | 
Austria. After Hitler, Shakespeare | 


was good medicine, and I have 
since been able to remember his 
birthday as I never had until I 
associated him and Hitler and 
April together.

Gen. Carl Spaatz urged Congress 
today to build a bigger and better 
Air Force than Russia’s as soon as 
possible, declaring that any delay 
was ‘“‘gambling with security.” 

The retired Air Force chief of 
staff disagreed with the Defense 
Department’s plan to stretch out 
the development of a 143-wing Air 
Force.

During the steel controversy, we have 
maintained that the interests of the Ameri- 
can people as a whole are paramount to those 
of any pressure group, regardless of its label. 
We have tried to point out that, in the power 
contests between labor and management in 
industries vitally affecting the public in- 
— the public is finding itself always the 
oser. 


During the power tilt in steel, in which 
the government intervened as a partisan in 
the dispute, we said that labor had won a 
Pyrrhic victory. For doing so, we were, of 
course, called antilabor by the group which 
holds a temporary balance of strength in the 
controversy. 


The Senate failed in a vote Tuesday to 
deny President Truman the funds necessary 
to carry out his steel industry seizure order. 
The vote indicated disapproval of the seizure 
but it did nothing to solve the many pressing 
problems which have been raised. 


President Truman said In a letter to Con- 
gress that it “should do more than simply 
tell me what I should not do. It should pass 
affirmative legislation to provide a construc- 
tive course of action looking forward to a 
solution of this matter which will be in the 
public interest.” 


And that is the point. Labor is running 
the risk of legislation even more drastic than 
the Taft-Hartley Law, under pressure of pub- 
lie opinion. .

It became apparent with the railroad dis- 
pute that methods set up to bring about 
peaceful settlement of disputes in essential 
national industries were breaking down.

It is apparent that where government in- 
tervention makes it possible, collective bar- 
gaining results in throwing the burden to 
government in a three-way squeeze. The dis- 
pute becomes a gigantic power struggle with 
‘government in the middle. In this struggle, 
then, the winner becomes the one who holds 
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May the General 
Stick to His Resolution 


In resisting pressures to bring him home 
and to throw a monkey wrench in the vitally 
important job he is performing, General Ei- 
senhower is exhibiting the true qualities of a 
statesman. 

We are fully aware that Senator Taft has 
a perfect right to use the situation to his 
own advantage, but we hope the general 
doesn't fall for the trap. 

During his last weeks with NATO, Gen- 
eral Eisenhower is involved with duties and 
decisions upon which the fate of the entire 
free world may well depend. His greatest 
remaining task, and there is some doubt that 
he will be able to accomplish it by June 1, is 
to bring further unity between the nations of 
Western Europe. 

Unless this task is completed or brought 
near enough to realization that its progress 
will not be impeded, all of the painstaking 
work we have done and all the money we 
have spent to contain Communist expansion 
in Europe may come to naught. For General 
Eisenhower to become embroiled in a do- 
mestic political fight before leaving his com- 
mand could wreck all he has accomplished. 

We think the general deserves commen- 
dation of all citizens, too, for his refusal to 
become embroiled in partisan political battles 
while still in uniform. He has made it plain 
that he does not intend to do so until he is 
actually nominated, at which time he will 
resign from the Army and become as any 
other civilian. His refusal to campaign while 
still an officer of the nation’s armed forces is 
a resolve in the finest traditions of the Amer- 
ican character and the American system. 


We see no reason why, because of traps 
set by his opponents, Eisenhower should give 
up his Army position and retirement benefits 
before he actually becomes a candidate for 
the presidency through nomination. 

Senator Taft is performing a disservice to 
the nation in attempting to force him to do so. 
If the people want Eisenhower, we cannot be- 
lieve that such efforts to deny him the nomi- 
nation will succeed.

Trade Barriers. Threaten 


Our Foreign Program 


The Kremlin would like nothing better 
than to end the Point Four program of tech- 
nical assistance to backward countries. It 
would be a great victory for their long-range 
objective of winning the world through sub- 
version. 

They are equally as intent to end the in- 
vestment of private American capital in these 
backward areas, a program which in the 
long run can accomplish more than the lim- 
ited Point Four plan. 

Latest proof of these statements came out 
of the Moscow trade conference, where the 
Kremlin has held out tempting lures to the 
free nations for barter and trade. It is part 
of the Reds’ new tactics of wooing the West 
to convince us of the sincerity of the Stalin 
statement that capitalism and communism 
can live together. It is another method for in- 
filtration into the heart of Western society. 

We have learned through experience that 
every Russian trade or “cultural” mission is 
ig reality a branch of theySoviet foreign of-

the balance of strength, with little regard for 
the public interest. 


If either side becomes permanently domi- 
nant in the power struggle, the consequences 
will be dangerous. Labor, which main- 
tains its belief in the free enterprise system, 
could undermine that very system by its ex- 
cesses. Should industry dominate, the same 
conditions which brought about the rise of the 
organized labor movement might again de- 
velop. 


Those who say the government should 
maintain hands off in the disputes in public 
utilities and vital defense industries lose sight 
of what could happen in a deadlock—if all 
trains were to stop running, goods for de- 
fense were to stop moving and their manu- 
facture cease, or if power and communica- 
tions were to become tied up. 

. * . 

Compulsory arbitration results from a ne- 
cessity for keeping the economic machinery 
of the nation running. This has led to the 
government’s stepping into other problems— 
wages, prices, costs, reserves, profits, compe- 
tition, and expansion—removing them from 
hands of owners and management. 


We have made great progress in trying to 
improve the living standards of workers by 
increasing their wages at a faster rate than 
the cost of living. In working toward this 
objective, however, we have come face to 
face with inflation and higher prices. As the 
spread increases, sales resistance due to the 
higher prices can become such that produc- 
tivity and employment could go down and 
depression and deflation result. This danger 
is present in the explosive steel situation. 


What is needed is machinery for settling 
disputes which is beyond the reach of pres- 
sure groups. We hope Congress can find such 
a solution with the help of all the people. 

Again we say that a compromise in the 
traditional American manner, each side mak- 
ing concessions in the public interest, is the 
way to avoid situations which endanger the 
American system. Any solution which meets 
a demand from a powerful pressure group 
with an executive decree putting it into effect 
is neither American nor democratic. 
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fice, with its major objective that of espio- 
nage and propaganda. That brings us to 
another problem. 

In recent years we have spent billions in 
foreign aid to restore and modernize industry 
and agriculture to strengthen our allies 
against the threat of communism. We have 
wanted to raise the standards of living of 
the people to make them less of a target for 
Communist propaganda and subversion. We 
have worked to increase their production to 
enable them to sell their goods abroad so that 
they might secure the exchange to purchase 
raw materials. 

And yet we are playing into Russia’s hands 
in erection of trade barriers to prevent their 
trading with us. Secretary of State Acheson 
has warned against this in strong language 
to which all of us should listen. 

He said the United States could not “throw 
up trade barriers here while at the same time 
we urge destruction of such barriers abroad 
in the interests of close partnership in the free 
world. If the joint defense effort is to be 
strong enough to stem Soviet aggression, in- 
dependent nations must act together, each 
utilizing resources, plants, and manpower in 
the most economical manner.” 

We cannot choke off trade with other na- 
tions of the free community unless we wish 
them to turn to Russia or unless we are will- 
ing to continue to subsidize their economies 
at the expense of the taxpayers of this coun- 
try.

Representative Says Steelworkers’ Union 
Is Opposed to Industry’s Socialization 


Atlanta—The Constitution's edi- 
torial of April 18 is perhaps the 
worst twisting of the facts—or 
the use of only half the facts—it 
has so far indulged in. In this 
instance you base your editorial 
on the statements of Ellis Arnall 
and his determination to hold the 
line on the price of steel. And 
you say that ‘‘no one can ac- 
cuse’’ Mr. Arnall “of any lack 
of diligence or sincerity.”’ I 
agree with this estimate of Mr. 
Arnall, and say more power to 
him. The United Steelworkers of 
America has contended right 
along that the steel companies 
can meet the wage increase 
recommended by the Wage Board 
without a price increase for steel. 

If your editorial writer is con- 
vinced of Mr. Arnall’s sincerity, 
then why in the name of honesty 
did not yeur editorial carry 
through on the rest of what he 
had to say in his recent state- 
ments? 

What he said was available in 
The Constitution—if your edi- 
torialists read their own paper 
—the day before, April 17, on 
page one. The first paragraph of 
the story, by the New York 
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Times’ Joseph A. Loftus, says 
Mr. Arnall ‘“‘charged the steel 
industry . . . With making un- 
warranted and unjustified price 
demands ...’’ The story further 
reported Mr. Arnall as saying 
the steel companies could pay 
the wage increase without any 
increase in prices; and quoted 
him as saying this is a ‘‘fight 
between the steel people and the 
public’’—and you know that he 
means by the ‘‘steel people” the 
steel companies. But you com- 
pletely ignored all of this. 

This, I submit, is rank distor- 
tion of Ellis Arnall’s position—or 
the misuse of what he said, 
whichever you prefer—and is a 
dismalL_example either of sloppy 
thinkihg Ont of biased emotions 
or ro ae deliberate misrep- 
resenthtion. 

I. call on The Constitution's edi- 
torial writers to offer some evi- 
dence that the industry has been 
nationalized or that -any pro- 
posals or efforts have been made 
to nationalize it.

Was It Grandpa’s 


Or Grandma’s Gun? 


Sometime ago I wrote in this space about an 
old-fashioned cap-and-ball pistol that used to be- 


long to my great-grandfather. 


I asked if any- 


body knew when and where a pistol of this type was made and any 
other pertinent information that gun experts around the country 


might have at hand. 


I am mildly surprised that in this age of 


the machine gun and the atomic bomb so many folks love and know 
old hand-guns their grandsires used, 


One letter was particularly fas- 
cinating because it cast a new 
light on Grandpa, who, I had al- 
ways been told, was a fairly se- 
date country doctor who spent 
most of his life driving the coun- 
tryside in a buggy, delivering ba- 
bies, setting legs for people who 
had fallen out of haylofts, and 
administering calomel to folks 
who were feeling po'ly. 


According to Mrs. Ellen St. 
John Barnwell Motz, of Bir- 
mingham, Ala., who consulted 
a neighbor, Mr. Herbert Smith, 
an expert on firearms, Grand- 
pa must have been a different 
type of character entirely. 


‘You have a pistol used to de- 
fend honor, Sir,’’ writes Mrs. 
Motz. “‘It was carried by men 
who played cards with card 
sharks on the lavish steamers 
that glided on the Mississippi. 
Your grandpa carried it, already 
loaded, in- his vest, or in a spe- 
cial inside pocket of his coat next 
to his cigar. 

“Tf he thought the man across 
the table was dealing off the bot- 
tom of the deck, swindling him 
out of the ancestral cotton acres, 
he snatched it out, there was a 
bang and a flash, and the gam- 
bler fell across the table, his 
moustache twitching spasmod- 
ically, with a large hole per- 
forating his starched shirt bosom 
just below his horseshoe stick- 
pin. 

“Or it might have belonged to 
your grandma,”’ she added. ‘“The 


ladies used it as an honor gun, - 


a cold-natured chaperon that 
could be called on when a gen- 
tleman pressed his suit too 
earnestly. Because of its size 
this type gun could easily be 
slipped into a muff, or up a mut- 
tonchop sleeve.” 

I am completely intrigued by 
this picture of Grandpa shoot- 
ing Mississippi gamblers in the 
gizzard, and of Grandma spurn- 
ing Lg attentions of cads, even 


though -I know for a fact that 
Grandpa never saw a steamboat 
in his life, much less one with a 
gambler on it, and if Grandma 
ever had to defend her honor with 
a pistol, there is no mention of 
it in the family records. It is a 
fascinating thought though, and 
when I find seme spare time I 
may build a_ historical novel 
around the old persuader. 

krom Putney, Vermont, comes 
a cominunication from Mr. Hen- 
ry Tanner, a former Atlantan, 
who also knows about guns. The 
pistol, Mr. Tanner says, from my 
description is one that was man- 
ufactured by the firm of Blunt 
and Syms in New York about 
1840. At a somewhat later date 
they madée a pistol called the 
pepper-pot pistol, and then went 
out of business (probably due to 
the fact that with a pepper-pot 
pistol you could shoot so many 
card sharks or cads at one sit- 
ting that they soon became 
scarce.) 

‘The pistol you describe,”’ said 
Mr. Tanner, “‘like all percussion 
pistols of that time, was all hand 
made and was o* excellent work- 
manship. The octagon barrel was 
standard. The stock was of 
maple, sometimes of walnut. 
Nearly all had a smooth trigger 
pull that is not excelled by mod- 
ern guns. When Samuel Colt 
made the revolver by machine 
methods, and was followed by 
Smith and Wesson, this finished 
the era of the hand-made sin- 
gle-shot pistol.’’ 

I am very grateful to Mrs. 
Motz and Mr. Tanner, and to all 
the others who wrote to tell me 
about the pistol. Someday I’m go- 
ing to load it up and take it 
out in the back yard and shoot it. 
IF I hit what I am shooting at, 
I’ll give a full report on how the 
deed was done. If not, I'll just 
lay it quietly away, hoping that 
Grandpa wasn’t peering over the 
ramparts of Valhalla to witness

Just what psychological effect 
an atomic blast has upon troops 
who never have experienced it was 
one of the things civilian psy- 
chologists immediately attempted 
to determine.
